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The House of Henry Holstein 


OT LONG ago a writer on Hol- 
N stein topics published an article 

in the World which he called 
“The House of Holstein’. This article 
dealt with some observations respecting the methods of 
the Holstein-Friesian industry in the development of its 
cattle. 

I will call this article “The House of Henry Holstein”, 
but it will deal not with cattle, except as they incidentaliy 
may come into the summary, but with Holstein men. 

It has been a part of the duty of the writer as business 
manager of the World to become acquainted with the 
buying power of Holstein-Friesian breeders. Those who 
have considered the publication in an advertising way have 
very naturally demanded of us information on this point. 
And so we have compiled statistics which contain a fund 
of information respecting the wealth, purchasing ability, 
marketing methods, side lines and _ other interesting 
statistics concerning the Holstein breeder throughout the 
country. 

Our original compilation dealt, of course, with that 
section of the Holstein’ public which subscribes to the 
Ho!stein-Friesian World. The compilations in this article 
have been enlarged to include the entire family of Holstein 
breeders from coast to coast and from the Gulf of Mexico 
into the Dominion of Canada. 

Let us consider for a moment Henry Holstein and his 
family as it spreads its influence upon the dairy map of 
this country. Henry Holstein owns farms’ worth

$1,783,310,460. Think of it! One and 
three-fourths billions worth of farm 
lands owned by Holstein breeders in 
this country. Each one of them con- 
tains 226 acres. The buildings average in value $11,038.97. 
The dairy barns alone are worth $5,203.14 each and his 
dairy herd averages 28 animals, most of them pure breds 
at that. A conservative estimate places the other live 
stock such as horses, mules, poultry, etc. at $97,830,000 
while in hogs alone in addition to the figure just enumer- 
ated Henry Holstein owns $68,066,853. 

Henry Holstein at a conservative estimate is worth 
$2,259,820,864. In other words the Holstein breeders of 
this country are worth over three and one-fourth billions. 

The average sale of milk and its products from each 
of the 50000 Holstein farms in this country is $6,942.43 per 
year and the yearly return from the sale of animals is 
$3,010.84. As an interesting side light upon the influence 
and importance of Henry Holstein, we find that he sells 
an average of nine pure breds to go outside the confines of 
his own state. 

Money crops such as potatoes, hay, wheat, ete. are 
marketed from the great farms of Henry Holstein to the 
extent of $218,820,000. 

We have compiled some information regarding Henry 
Holstein as a spender, because we found that advertisers 
wanted to know his tendencies along these lines.

He, of all farmevs, has more money for 
such expenditures; he, of all farmers, has a keener renlization of the 
value and importance of modern machinery, and he of all classes of 
agricultural citizens hastens first to take advantage of the help that 
science has provided to assist him in his herculanean tasks. 

It will not be out of order for us to consider the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America as Henry Holstein’s business organization, nor is 
it out of place for us to assume from the figures which that organization 
shows that Henry Holstein has made considerable progress in the past 
two or three years. Through the courtesy of the secretary of the Associa- 
tion we are enabied to give the following information § regarding 
certificates issued and memberships received for the past three years, 
including the fiscal year of 1919-20, which has just closed:

We find that in the issuance of certificates the association has grown 
in two years from 180,744 to 247,988, a percentage of 37.2. The growth 
in memberships is still more striking. For the fiscal vear 1917-18 there 
were 1529, for the fiscal year 1919-20 there are 39.41, a percentage 
increase of 196. Is there any doubt regarding the interest that Henry 
Holstein is taking in Holstein affairs when he increases in two years the 
membership in the parent association by 196 per cent? The association 
now numbers 18,263 and is, of course, by far the largest organization 
of its kind in the world. None can even approach it in point of member 
Ships, earnings. certificates issued, territory covered or importance in 
value as a factor in the dairy world.

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National Plans For State Organization 
By R. C. POLLOCK of the National Exten:ion Service 


The plan of state organization initiated by the extension service o! the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America in October 1919 has met with 
universal approval in the four states in which the work has been promoted. 
It was evident that some form of organization was necessary, when a survey 
Was made in states where millions of dollars were represented by Holstein 
cattle, and yet up to the time of investigation no funds were available for the 
promotion of the Holstein industry. The first survey regarding the necessity of 
extension work within a state was conducted in Ohio. In this state about 
forty-five breeders were interviewed regarding the necessity of a _ salaried 
expect the automobile manutacturer,the implement dealer or the truck gardener 
secretary. In each instance the sentiment was emphatically in favor of a 
membership campaign within the state among the owners of pure breds and 
grades for the purpose of securing enough funds to employ one or two men to 
look after the interests of the breeders which in turn would place the state 
organization upon a business-like basis the same as other large business 
organizations are handled. 

There was a time when farming or dairying was looked upon as busiiess 
ot the last resort. In other words if you could not succeed in business in the 
city buy a few cows and start dairying. These conditions have recently taken 
a new aspect With milk coming into its own as a food, with the increased 
value of laid, the scarcity of labor, and the new fields opening for dairying, the 
Holstein breeders are thrown into competition with the larger interests of the 
country both tor capital and labor. Facing this condition the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America realized the need of the coordination of the various Hol. 
stein interests in the states and the co-operation among the breeders. As a 
result the breeders from each section have come together aus one large unit or 
state organization. 

We must not lose sight of the fact that our state organizations in the past 
have rendered a great service in stimulating interests in the Holstein breed 
with practically no stimulus other than moral support. On the other hand we 
must realize that with the rapid growth of the Holstein industry unexcelled by 
any other breed we must grasp new ideals, employ new methods which will 
enable us to keep step with the development of the breed. Only recently a 
survey was made among our seven states employing state secretaries where it 
was found that in these respective states there are approximately 5000 herds 
waiting for the tubercular test. As breeders of Holstein cattle we cannot 
expect the automobile manufacturer, the implement dealer or the truck gardener 
to look after our interests and see that competent veterinarians are employed, 
and that funds are available for carying on this excellent work which is for 
the best interest of the Holstein industry and for the general good of the human 
race. 

In recent years moral co-operation has been the motto of all rural organiza 
tions. In tact we have seen this word heralded from all corners to such an 
extent that we are all imbued with the spirit. But on the other hand we find 
that co-operation both moral and financial have been the success of all our 
great industries. With this in mind the Holstein breeders of lowa, Minnesota, 
{llinois, Ohio, Wisconsin, New York 
and Michigan have put new life into 
their state organizations through mem- 
bership campaigns for the employment 
of salaried field men. 

The question now arises what are 
the duties of the field secretary. This 
question will of course be settled by 
the field secretary in co-operation with 
the executive board and board of direc- 
tors of the state organization. There 
ire however, several problems in com- 
mon in all our state organizations. In 
the first place it is necessary that an 
office be established which will be 
looked upon as the clearing house of 
the breeders within the state. This 
does not necessarily mean a clearing 
house only tor the sale and purchase of 
cattle, although a great service will be 
rendered along this line in individual 
service county, state and _ national 
sales. Educational campaigns should 
be conducted regarding eradication of 
tuberculosis. Eliminate the grade and 
serub sire. Furnish information for 
outside states and foreign countries re 
garding cattle. Advise regarding the 
purchase of sires and females. The 
beginner with Holsteins is especially 
desirous for such information Co- 
o,yerate with existing forces within 
he state on publicity regarding the use 
of dairy products, assist county and 
state fair associations and National 
Dairy show in promoting the showing 
of Holstein cattle. Work with the

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MODERN DAIRY BARN AND HOLSTEIN HERD OF ED. KUCHENBECKER, MINNESOTA 


What Does It Cost To Do Without Ventilation? 


HEN a barn is” built, it’ is 
W wrincivans for the purpose of 

making a warm and comfor 
table place for the live stock during 
the winter months in the northern climate, and the object 
of making it a warm and comfortable place is to make the 
conditions in the building just as nearly the ideal June 
weather conditions as it is possible to get them. 

It is impossible to make the conditions in the barn in 
the winter the same as they are out-of-doors in June, but 
that should be the ideal to which we should all work. In 
the first place, it is not possible to get as much light into 
the building as there should be so that there is no limit to 
the amount of light that can be let into the barn for the 
animals can stand all of the light that there is out-of-doors, 
and naturally there would not be as much in the building 
even though it was built entirely of glass. 

The next important consideration is fresh air. One 
way to get fresh air into this barn is to leave the doors 
and windows open, but by doing this the cold air rushing 
in causes drafts and reduces the temperature to such an 
extent that the value of the barn has been lost. The best 
method and the one which is being used in thousands of 
barns is to install a ventilating system that will bring in a 
sufficient amount of fresh air and take out the bad air so 
that the animals will always have an abundant supply of 
oxygen. 

It can plainly be seen, therefore, that every building

mean, however, that every build- 

ing should have a ventilating system 

installed. The only building which 

needs a ventilation system is one that 
is built tight enough to keep out the cold air and thus keep 
the bad air in the building. Of course, the building that 
is not properly constructed is not properly ventilated, be- 
cause the cold air passes through the building and makes 
it a very uncomfortable place for the livestock. 

Therefore, the building should first be built so that it 
will retain the heat thrown off the animals and keep out 
the cold. 

You can easily tell when you step into your barn 
whether it needs a ventilating system or not, principally 
by the bad odors in the building and the frost which 
accumulates on the wall and ceiling and in many cases 
drips down almost like a rain when this frost thaws out. 

These are two visible indications of the necessity for a 
ventilating system, but there is another, and by far a more 
important one which you cannot detect with your eyes, 
nose or with your sense of feeling. This is the bad air 
which has once been inhaled by the animals and which can 
only be detected by an analysis of the air. Carbon dioxide 
is air less the oxygen and while it does not get to a point 
where it will affect the animals in a short time in the 
ordinary barn, yet day after day and months after months 
breathing this air into their lungs will soon cause the 
animals to lose their vitality and thus become easy victims

America to develop not 
only the greatest herds of 
caitle, sheep and swine ex- 
tant, but to make’ them 
pure and clean from infect- 
ious diseases. It would re- 
dound to our credit but 
slightly to create the great- 
est producers of milk and 
the most famed beef animals if at the foundation of our 
stock they were reeking and rotting with tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis is an eradicable disease; that proven we 
would be shortsighted not to suppress it totally at any cost 
and obviously it will never cost less than at the present 
time. The assertion has been made that there is ample 
evidence to support the statement that tuberculosis is an 
eradicable disease. The evidence follows: 

The eradication of the disease from cattle in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia was begun in 1909. At that time there

were approximately 1400 dairy cattle within the 
area; about the same number are present. at 


this time. In 1909 the tuberculin test disclosed the presence 
of 18.87 per cent of tuberculous animals, while this year 
after the testing of all the cattle only two animals were 


found affected with tuberculosis. If that is insufficient 
evidence there are additional facts which may be pre- 
sented. 


Campaign Started in 1917 

The eradication of tuberculosis of livestock on a Co- 
operative -basis was inaugurated May 1, 1917. Within the 
three vears it has been in operation there has developed 
among the livestock owners of the United States the great- 
est sentiment that ever existed in the history of the coun- 
try to suppress that disease. It is a fact that prior to May 
1, 1917, some excellent work had been done by several of 
the States in the extermination of tuberculosis. The 
Bureau of Animal Industry had, for more than ten years 
prior to that time, been conducting experiments in eradi- 
cating the disease from herds of cattle in the District of 
Columbia, already referred to, and nearby points in the 
States of Virginia and Maryland, and it had been demon- 
strated beyond dispute that the exterpation of tuberculosis 
from an infected herd of cattle was not only a possibility 
but within the realm of a practical everyday performance. 

Every Purebred Herd of Cattle An Accredited One 

Three hundred per cent increase in the number of ac- 
credited herds from March 31, 1919, to April 10, 1920, in- 
dicates that the work is progressing at a very creditable 
rate. When herd list No. 2 was issued April 1, 1919, it con- 
tained the names of 782 owners whose herds had been 
officially accredited. These herds were located in 19 
states. The table which follows shows that there are now 
42 states in which accredited herds are located and that 
the total number exceeds 2,200 herds. In addition to those 
fully accredited there are more than 15,000 herds, which, 
in preparation for being accredited, have passed one suc- 
cessful test. In all there are under supervision 25,793 herds 
representing a total of 537,240 cattle that are in the pre 
cess of gaining accreditation. There is no section of the 
United States that is not acquainted with the accredited- 
herd plan and it will be observed in the tables that in 
practically every state there are a large number of herd 
owners who have signed joint agreements and who are 
Waiting for the initial official test. 

Eradication of Tuberculosis Not An Easy Process 

When one considers the length of time it takes to apply 
the tuberculin test he will have some appreciation of the 
amount of work that has been done in the national cam- 
paign now in progress in 45 states in the eradication of 
tuberculosis from livestock. The extermination of the 
disease from a herd is not a simple problem and can not 
be accomplished without the expenditure of considerable 
time and funds. 

If some method were known by which it could be de- 
termined whether animals were infected or free from 
disease by a blood test that could be made in a short time, 
or if the blood from many animals could be gathered and 
submitted to a laboratory where the entire group of 
specimens could be examined at one time, it would make 
possible the testing of thousands of cattle where now it is 
possible to test only hundreds.

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Accredited-Herd Plan 


The accredited-herd plan 
has demonstrated that it is 
practical business pro- 
position; it assures’ the 
prospective purchaser’ of 
cattle, so far as science and 
human ingenuity can de- 
vise plans for detecting 
disease, that those methods 
have been employed and 
herds on the accredited list 
have been found free from tuberculosis. It is a reasonable 
assurance to the purchaser of cattle that animals which 
he invests in out of accredited herds are safe investments 
as far as tuberculosis is concerned. The plan has proved a 
practical one to the owner of an accredited herd because 
in many instances such owners have received premiums 
for their cattle because they were officially pronounced 
free of tuberculosis.

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it were not a practical plan wir: an LWO years” ex 
perience with it would have demonstrated its defects. It is 
not perfect because herds which are accredited can not be 
xuaranteed to be absolutely free from tuberculosis. It is 
expected that from time to time accredited herds will be 
removed from the list because of finding tuberculous ani 
mals among them, but these occurrences will be so infre 
quent and in most cases the reasons will be so apparent 
that the plan itself will not be subjected to criticism. 


Why Accredited Herds Occasionally “Fall Down” 

At the close of the year, 1919, the Bureau of Anima} 
Industry gathered information from its field offices to in- 
dicate how many accredited herds and how many herds 
that had passed one successful tuberculin test were later 
found to contain reactors. This information has been com- 
piled and the accompanying table gives the result. The 46 
accredited herds in which reactors were located are but 
a very small per cent of the total number of accredited 
herds in the United States and the 240 once-tested free 
herds are, also, but a very small per cent of those within 
that classification that have been retested. 

\t the expiration of the year, 1920, a more accurate sur- 
vey can be made to determine just what proportion of ac- 
credited herds fail to stand a subsequent test and how 
many of the several thousand once-tested free herds can 
no longer be so classified. The results of this first survey 
are not only of great interest but can be made to serve as 
a Valuable lesson in future activities in connection with 
the work. 

It will be noted that in 57 per cent of the 46 accredited 
herds and 62 per cent of the once-tested free herds in 
which reactors were subsequently found, the cause may 
be attributed to an avoidable circumstance. Untested cat- 
tle were added to these herds or some of the members of 
the herds were exposed to cattle the health of which was 
unknown. 

In about one-third of the herds showing reactors the 
report indicates that the diseased animal had failed to 
react to the previous tuberculin test. It is the belief of 
the officials engaged in the work that the percentage from 
this cause will be reduced in the future as a result of more 
thorough testing by the combined methods. Probably a 
feature of the survey that will be of as much interest as 
any, is the fact that in practically all of the herds show- 
ing reactors subsequently to a “free’’ test, the number of 
such reactors was limited to one animal. This can be con- 
sidered as encouraging as it proves that while a slight 
amount of infection may creep in, the health of the greater 
part of the animals is unimpaired.

Extension of Tuberculosis Work 


As already indicated, the demand tor the work is ex- 
traordinary and the forces available are insufficient to 
cope with it. Should we abandon the campaign on the 
theory that it is too large to handle or should we adjust 
our plans so as to increase our capacity for testing herds? 
The latter plan is the one that we are suggesting shall be 
adopted and the following suggestions are offered as a 
solution of the problem: 

We are working at the present time with inspectors fur- 
nished by States and the Bureau. In the aggregate there 
are approximately 300 veterinarians engaged in this work. 
It is probable that this force can be increased during the 
next fiscal vear to approximately 500 inspectors but by 
that time there will be a demand for more than 2,000; that 
is. there will be a sufficient number of herds either signed 
up waiting to be tested or owners who are willing to sign 
up agreements placing their herds under supervision to 
keep more than 2,000 inspectors busy testing cattle. The 
1500 additional veterinarians which will be required 
should be furnished by the counties and municipalities in 
which herds are located or to which herds are contributing 
milk. There is no doubt of the practicability of such a plan. 
County Commissioners and County Boards of Supervisors 
will provide as many inspectors to tuberculin test herds as 
are required providing the livestock owners of such coun- 
ties desire the work done. 
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A county having two or three’ thousand herds of cattl 
representing a total of from thirty to forty thousand ani 
mals could be entirely tested by eight or ten inspectors i: 
a vear. If we are ever going to clean up tuberculosis fron 
a circumscribed area it will be necessary to follow som: 
such plan and the earlier we launch into this work on suc! 
i basis the sooner we can expect to have accredited areas 
If it is a good business principle to have an accredited 
lierd, and the owner of such herd finds it is profitable, is ji 
not reasonable that an area containing a large number oi 
lierds will reap the same reward in proportion to the e» 
tent to which the plan is successfully applied? 


Forces Working to Full Limit 

ln carrying on the tuberculosis-eradication campaig! 
the Bureau has extended its cooperation to the very limi 
it has expended for this work every available dollar pro 
vided by Congress. The Bureau laboratory has worked its 
employees far beyond any exertion they have eve’ been 
called upon previously to perform, in order that tubercu 
lin might be prepared and forwarded to every State to 
keep pace with the work. In addition to the subcutaneous 
tuberculin large quantities of intradermic and ophthalmic 
iuberculin have been prepared at great cost and great 
labor on the part of employees, but all this work has been 
done by the Bureau willingly and with a spirit that it is 
cooperating to the fullest extent in the service to the live 
stock industry. 

Employees have been assigned to the various states on 
the basis in most instances of a similar number to those 
employed by the state. In some instances the Bureau force 
has been larger in a few states than the actual number of 
state employees. That was done because of the extraor 
dinary interest in such states, but nevertheless some other 
states were held strictly to a 50-50 basis, and in a few in 
stances the Bureau was unable to meet its obligations in 
that respect. A time arrived when the tuberculosis funds 
became so depleted that an extraordinary cut had to be 
made in the number of employees assigned to the work. A 
number of the states most generously agreed to carry 
Bureau employees for several months until additional 
tunds became available. 

Cooperation All Along The Line 

This work on a national basis was launched with con 
fidence that it would succeed providing all the forces in 
terested worked in unison. That harmonious spirit has 
been the predominating feature of the work and is respon 
sible to a greater degree for the success that has been at- 
tained than any other element. The work has developed to 
a point at this time where the cooperating forces, repre 
senting the State Departments, and the Federal Govern- 
ment, are unable to keep up with the demand. There are 
not enough State and Federal Inspectors available to-day 
to tuberculin test the herds which are on the waiting list. 
Kach succeeding day from this time the number of herds 
on the waiting list will increase. Therefore, we are getting 
further behind in the campaign as time goes on. 

Should we consider this condition an indication of suc 
cess or failure of the tuberculosis eradication campaign. 
In any business enterprise if from the initiative period of 
the work it develops so rapidly that the organization can 
not keep pace with it, they call the enterprise an unpre- 
cedented success, and as our livestock industry is one ot 
the biggest businesses in the United States and tubercu 
losis is, perhaps, its deadliest foe we must necessarily take 
into consideration the interest that has been developed 
in three vears to strike down that deadly enemy, tubercu- 
losis. 

The Tuberculin Test 


Notwithstanding some criticism that has been made of 
the tuberculin test for a number of years, it stands today 
recognized on its merits as the best diagnostic agent for 
tuberculosis known to science, The fault found with the 
tuberculin test by many persons was not justifiable and 
Was due to its abuse rather than its use. The tuberculin 
test can not be applied by the rule of thumb; it is a highly 
scientific test that requires training and skill to diagnose 
its effect. 

If a careful study were possible of the herds in which it 
is claimed that tuberculin is responsible for failures, there 
is no doubt that in many cases it would be found that the 
disease continued to exist because animals which were 
subjected to the tuberculin were permitted tc remain in 
the herd notwithstanding that the manifestations of re- 
action were present. It is a well-known fact that a number

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The City of St. Paul—Historical 


HE Saint Paul Association of 
7 Commerce has issued a_ very 

attractive booklet concerning the 
attractions of the city of St. Paul, and 
the following information is gleaned 
from that booklet. 

According to history, the first white 
man to behold the headwaters of the 
Mississippi, where the city of St. Paul 
is now located, was Father Louis 
Hennepin, the Franciscan, on the 30th 
day of April, 1680. A span of eighty 
years, however, passed before there 
is a record of any other white man to 
gaze upon this wilderness scene, and 
from that time on, it was _ visited 
occasionally by wandering traders, 
until 1805, when Lieut. Zebulon M. 
Pike of the United States Army was 
sent on an exploring expedition into 
the new territory which had _ been 
acquired under the treaty of Paris. At 
the junction of the Mississippi and 
what the Indians called the Minnesota 
river, Lieut. Pike held a council with 
the Sioux and received from them a 
grant of land on the high bluff between 
the two rivers, where ten years later 
Fort Snelling, the first of the strong 
walled outposts of civilization in the 
northwest, was built, and where 
portions of the original walls - still 
stand. 

In 1838 Pierre Parrant, a French- 
Canadian who had settled under the 
walls of the fort, moved down the 
river a few miles and established a 
little trading station and his little hut 
was really the beginning of the great 
city which now covers. the bluffs 
and the valleys that Hennepin first 
saw. About May 1, 1840, there arrived 
at the little settlement, which had 
sprung up around the trading post, two 
young priests, Father Lucian Galtier 
and Father A. Ravoux, the first 
missionaries sent into the country. 
On November 1, 1841 a little chapel 
was completed on a plot of land given 
them by the French settlers. and this 
chapel erected by the hands of the 
settlers was solemnly dedicated to “St. 
Paul, the Apostle of the Nations.” 

Such were the beginnings of the 
great city thnt has grown there at the 
head of navigation of the great river, 
the city t!:at has taken its name from 
that littie log chapel. For  pictur- 
esqueness. St. Paul stands today un- 
rivalled in this great beautiful country 
of ours. The little log chapel has 
been replaced by one of the most 
magnificent cathedrals on the con- 
tinent. The little log hut where the 
strongest dispensed rude justice, has 
been succeeded by a_ great’ white 
marble pile which houses the govern- 
ment of the wealthiest state in the 
union, the wealthiest commonwealth 
in comparison to its population in the 
whole world; the canoes on the river 
and the dog teams on the land have 
given way to thousands of miles of 
steel rails over ‘which more than 
three-quarters of a million cars of 
freight are handled every year; and 
the occasional voyageurs who ventured 
up the river now and then have been 
succeeded -by a horde of more than 
30,000 passengers who pass through 
the union station every day. 

St. Paul has grown up since the days 
when Father Galtier built the tiny 


log chapel from which the city takes 
its name. To-day its population is 
approximately 235,000. As a com- 
merical and financial center, St. Paul 
long ago became noted as the principal 
city of the west. In the days of the 
ascendancy of the Hudson Say 
Company, Saint Paul took its place 
as the principal fur trading market of 
the country. In fact much of its 
early prosperity was built up on the 
fur trade. And today St. Paul retains 
the position it then held as the great- 
est fur market of the world. But it is 
not as a jobbing center, not as an im- 
portant and rapidly growing manu- 
facturing city, not as the west’s most 
important railway and banking center 
that St. Paul most appeals to. the 
traveler, to the man or woman seek- 
ing recreation or a home. It is as the 
most picturesque city of the middle 
west, the city best to live in, the 
healthiest city in the world, that St. 
Paul makes its greatest claim on 
such. 

Surrounced by all the’ rugged 
beauties of hill and valley, river and 
lake, forest timber, and meadow grass 
that could be asked for, the sturdy 
Frenchman who formed the _ city’s 
first inhabitants, nature lovers to a 
man, planned well for the future. The 
first streets of the little frontier town 
were laid out along the bluffs over- 
looking the river from which tie ever 
increasing population moved slowly 
back to tLe higher hills beyond, leav- 
ing here and there parks and squares 
for breathing places, until today the 
city is dotted with these beauty spots, 
little spots of green and bright colored 
flowers among the stone and brick and 
mortar of the modern city. 

In the city’s fifty-five square miles 
of terr.tory, there are today seventy- 
six parks, large and small, with a 
total of practically 1500 acres. So well 
did the forefathers of the city plan, 
and so well have their sons kept up the 
work that these parks, great and small, 
the boulevarded avenues and _ the 
drives and parkways, have become a 
feature, and a most important one, of 
the city. Como park, a beautifully 
wooded area in the midst of which 
nestle two charming little lakes, has 
no rival for beauty in America. At 
the opposite end of the city lics Phalen 
park, another stretch of natural forest 
surrounding a gem-like lake which in 
the summer is covered with small 
boats and canoes. Just where the 
Mississippi makes a great sweeping 
bend at the east end of the city, lies 
Indian Mcunds park. Here, near the 
spot where Father Hennepin first 
landed, and crowning the bluff rising 
hundreds of feet from the river bank, 
is the great cave in which Carver, one 
of the early explorers, met the Indians 

a cave lost for years and only 


recently re-discovered. This cave 
adds another romantic spot to. the 
city’s attractions. This cave, or 


rather series of caves, extends back 
into the great sandstone bluff for an 
unknown distance. The walls of the 
inner cavern bear strange Indian signs 
crudely carved in the soft rock, and 
many are the legends woven around 
the cave and its former occupants. 
That it was a sacred spot to the 


Indians of the past i. certain, .° | it 
was here that before the white ian 
and his railroads forced the rec man 
westward, all the great councils cf the 
tribe were held. 

In the middle of the Mississippi 
facing the business section of the city, 
lie, between two of the great bridges 
that span the’ river, two beautiful 
islands on one of which are the 
famous free public baths, one of the 
institutions of this city that has been 
widely copied all over the country. 
Here are also well equipped play- 
grounds and a zoo, making the island 
a very paradise for the children during 
the summer month-. 

On the high pointed bluff, at the 
foot of which the Mississippi and the 
Minnesota rivers join, stands Fort 
Snelling, one of the largest of the 
government military posts in the 
middle west, where portions of the 
walls and towers of the old original 
fort built in 1815 still remain. Here are 
constantly stationed Infantry, Artil- 
lery and Cavalry, and all of the 
auxiliary troops of the United States 
in picturesque buildings on one of the 
most beautiful reservations occupied 
by the army. On one side of the 
beetling bluff flows the Mississippi, on 
the other the Minnesota, their waters 
mingling near the picturesque little 
French village of Mendota—‘Mingling 
of the Waters” in the Sioux tongue— 
which lies in the low river bank under 
the very walls of the fort. 

From the fort, it is but a_ short 
drive or trolley ride to the beautiful 
glen 

“Where the Falls of Minnehaha 

Flash and gleam among the oak 

trees, 

Laugh and leap into the valley.” 

Or better still, take the sturdy little 
steamer that runs from the river front 
in St. Paul on summer days and make 
the trip up the river past Mendota and 
the junction of the rivers, under the 
great cliff crowned by the grey 
buildings of the Old Fort, and up 
through a beautiful glen to the foot of 
the falls where dwelt Longfellow’s 
fascinating Indian maiden before she 
went with her lover, Hiawatha. Here 
history, beauty and romance stand 
hand in hand. 

Among the public buildings in which 
the city and state take pride, are 
Minnesota’s wonderful State Capitol 
building, conceded to be one of the 
finest and most satisfying buildings 
in the world. It boasts some of the 
treasures of the modern art world, 
and was erected at a cost of more than 
$4,500,000. Also may be mentioned 
the City Hall, the Federal Building 
and Post Office, the new $1,000,000 
Public Library, the James J Hill 
Reference Library, and the Municipal 
Auditorium. The latter building, 
built by popluar subscription of the 
citizens, is a unique structure which, 
in a space of a few moments, may, by 
mechanical devices, be transformed 
from a theatre seating 3200 to a 
mammoth auditorium seating 10,000 
In this building will be held the annual 
meeting of the Holstein-Friesian As 
sociation of America. In upper foors 
of the auditorium building is housed

$404 per head. It will thus be seen 
that the average for the sales reported 
since January 1, 1920 is the highest of 
any of the periods mentioned, and in 
fact the highest in the history of the 
breed. When the balance of the 
sales for the spring is completed, in- 
cluding the Minnesota National at St. 
Paul the aggregate number of head 
and total selling price will be in- 
creased very materially, and we be- 
lieve the average will be at least 
maintained. An interesting fact in 
connection with the seventy sales 
since January 1 is that thirty-seven, 
or over half of them, showed averages 


above $300, which speaks very well 
for the general condition of the in- 
dustry, these sales being scattered 
from coast to coast. 

For convenience in reference, we 
present in connection with this 
review a brief comparative’ table 


ot sale prices. 

An important development of the 
sale situation, as well as the situation 
in the field of general extension work, 
has been the development of the idea 
of holding state sales under the 
auspices of the state association, and 
with the profit from the saie accruing 
to the treasury of the state associa- 
tion. Minnesota handled this in a 
big way in June 1919, rolling up an 
average of $2835 which still stands as 
the high mark, their 1920 sale held in 
April being the closest approach to it 
among the state sales with an aver- 
age of $2022. Wisconsin had a very 
creditable event in April with an aver- 
age for the two days sale of $925, with 
a sale total above $100,000. Michigan 
and lowa average $835 each, while the 
Illinois state sale showed an average 
of $664. In every case, great care was 
exercised in the selection of individ 
uals that would be a credit to the sale. 
and to the state, and these events and 
the conditions with which they were 
surrounded have proven the finest 
kind of an object lesson in successful 
marketing methods. At the same time, 
the revenue has placed these state 
associations upon a sound financial 
footing, and the idea may therefore be 
looked upon as a fixed part of the 
policy of Association development in 
the future. 

The promotional work of the As- 
sociation during the past year has been 
directed very largely to putting new 
life and energy into the state organiza- 
tions, and assisting in placing them in 
a position where they can be of real 
service to the breeders within their 
jurisdiction, and thus to the industry 
as a whole. The following states now 
have full-time field secretaries devot- 
ing their entire energies to the 
advancement of the Holstein cause:

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Things The Association Needs 


ci HE greatest year in the history of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America has 
just drawn toaclose. As these lines are written, 
no final figures are available on the business done 
by the Association during the past year in any 
department, but preliminary reports make it clear 
that during the past year we have broken all pre- 
ceding records for new members taken in, reg- 
istrations, transfers, number of records com- 
pleted, both short-time and long-time, and in net 
earnings. We have seen the Holstein standard 
progress steadily in spite of every assault upon it 
from whatever source. Prices for Holstein cat- 
tle have reached new high levels during the past 
year due in part, of course, to cheap money, but 
in greater proportion to the increased a aersige} 
and the consequent demand for the animals « 
our breed. 

We are stating these facts thus clearly at the 
outset because we want it clearly understood 
that the things we are about to say in relation to 
the National Association and its activities are 
not inspired because of any particular dissatisfac- 
tion with the progress of the industry or of the 


Association. The one great danger, as we sce 
it, in this phenomenal progress, is that we shall 
become self-satisfied and complacent. ‘Thus, 


while it is perfectly permissible to indulge our- 
selves in justifiable pride on the progress our in- 
dustry is making, if we allow ourselves to get into 
a state of mind where we believe there is no 
room for improvement in our methods and ways 
of doing things, we shall most certainly get into 
a rut and fail to measure up to and grasp the 
opportunities for growth and extension that are 
opening up all around us. We must remember 
that present-day conditions are vastly different 
from what they were in the early days of the As- 
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sociation when substantially the present form ot 
management and control was adopted. We must 
remember that the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of America has now earned a place in the realm 
of big business, representing as it does an indus- 
try whose aggregate valuation figures over 
$3,000,000,000. Just as an illustration of this 
growth, it might be mentioned that not until its 
twenty-second year did the total of registrations 
exceed the 100,000 mark. In other words, dur- 
ing the past year we have registered as many 
animals of the Holstein-lriesian breed as were 
registered in the first twenty-three years of the 
existence of the Association, while the growth in 
inembership and earnings is on an even larger 
scale. Bearing in mind that the larger we grow, 
the faster will be our rate of increase, we shall be 
courting disaster if we do not look well to our 
machinery for taking care of this business, and 
make sure that it is adequate, that it has not be- 
come outgrown or outworn, and we must be con- 
stantly studying ways and means for improving 
rt. 

l'undamentally, there is little difference in 
ur form of organization today from what it was 
thirty-five years ago at the beginning of — 
Association. At the outset, they had ; 
president, four vice-presidents, a secretary. a 
treasurer, superintendent of Advanced Registry 
and six directors, all composing a Board of Of- 
ficers which had substantially the same powers 
and duties in regard to the general management 
of the affairs of the Association as is now vested 
in our Board of Directors. Amendments to the 
original plan have been made as conditions de- 
manded them, and we now find greater author- 
ity centralized in the secretary, and superinten- 
dent of Advanced Registry, with the addition of 
an Extension Department head, as salaried ex- 
ecutive officers, and the broad powers of the 
Board of Directors are centralized in the execu- 
tive committee of five, which has power to act in 
the interim between Board meetings.

These changes

the times. We believe that conditions today war- 
rant a thorough modernizing of our form of or- 
ganization to the end that we may be able to 
take care of the extraordinary needs and de- 
inands of the industry during the coming vears 
ona basis that has been proven in other lines of 
big business to be fundament: uly sound and in 
fact, a necessity. In our judgment, the greatest 
need of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America today is business organization along the 
lines of co-ordination and consolidation. [.et us 
moment just what we have at 
present. We have a secretary located in the 
state of Vermont who, in addition to recording 
in a most efficient manner the registrations and 
transfers, and performing other duties naturally 
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suggested by lis title, serves as chairman of the 
literary Committee which has to do in some 
nanner not clearly defined, with the extension 
work of the Association. The responsible head 
of the Extension Departinent is located in the 
state of Michigan. The duties and functions oi 
the Literary Committee and of the Extension 
(Yepartment, so far as we can find out, have 
never been clearly defined, and in fact we believe 
the title of Literary Committee is outworn, and 
its functions, whatever they are, should be 
merged in an Extension Department that will in 
turn be subdivided into advertising, publicity 
and promotional departments. The Advanced 
kegistry office is located in the state of Wiscon- 
sin, and there the work of recording the produc- 
tions of Holstein-Friesian animals is carried on. 
These individual departments, we believe, are all 
being conducted with as great efficiency as 1s 
admitted by their separate locations. In fact, the 
progress which the Association has made under 
their administration is evidence that these offi- 
cers have been functioning in a reasonably satis- 
factory manner. It 1s up to those who have the 
welfare of the industry at heart, however, to look 
carefully to the future and endeavor to prepare 
for every emergency before it arises. Now, as 
this Association continues to grow and enlarge 
and expand, we believe, and we do not stand 
alone in that position, that business efficiency de- 
mands some changes in our form of organiza- 
tion that may at first be looked upon as rather 
radical. 
Briefly, we can outline our ideas on this sub- 
as follows: We would have an executive 
secretary or general manager to take charge of 
the actual work of carrying on the activities of 
the Association. He would be hired by and 
responsible to the Board of Directors.

He would 
have under him as heads of departments, a re- 
cording secretary whose business it would be to 
look after the recording of registrations and 
transfers; a superintendent of Advanced Regis- 
try whose main business would be the recording 
of productions of Holstein-Friesian animals: a 
director of extension who would have general 
charge of the promotional work for the Associa- 
tion, the advertising and the general publicity: 
and fourth—an auditing department which 
would have general charge of the accounting and 
financial statistics of the Association. ‘These de- 
partments should all be brought together in one 
building in central location, preferably 
owned by the Association itself. 

We realize, of course, that it will be mpos- 
sible to take any action along this line or any 
other line at the St. Paul meeting which involves 
changes in the by-laws, because the period for 
giving notice of such proposed changes has 
passed, but we do believe it would be very per- 
tinent to devote considerable time at the meet- 
ing to a discussion of this very question of co- 
ordinating and consolidating the various offices

These men are selected for positions 
on the Board because of their knowledge of con- 
ditions in their part of the country, and their fit- 
ness to represent various phases of the Holstein- 
Friesian industry. \We believe the Association 
should take greater advantage of the knowledge 
and ability of these men, and further—that the 
directors themselves should actually take a great 
er interest in working out the problems which 
confront the Association, as from our observation 
this interest in general, has been more perfunc- 
tory in its nature than the Holstein public has a 
right to expect. Of course, the past year has 
been an exceptional one inasmuch as the Board 
has been restrained on account of various pro- 
blems that still confront the Association. The 
actual running of the Association can be delegat- 
ed to the executive committee ‘and various sub- 
committees of the Board, but the formulation of 
policies and the working out of the problems that 
are so evidently looming large before us now, 
should be undertaken by the whole Board of D1- 
rectors. This is supposedly the practice now, but 
the Board of Directors, to our certain knowledge, 
has given but very little consideration to the 
policies of the Association during the past vear, 
and none to the big problems of proper correla- 
tion of departinents that to our mind is the most 
immediate necessity of our great organization. 
We believe there 1s room for proper revision 
of our \. R. Ov rules along the line of tightening 
up supervision of the records, thus reducing the 
possibilities of fraud to a minimum, and develop- 
ing that important department along the line of 
giving our tests a greater practical appeal to the

Finally, we believe that our entire set of bv- 
laws should be revised and put into final shape by 
the legal talent the Association can hire. 


The necessity for a revision of our by-laws was 
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pointed out very clearly through the course of 
the Cabana trial at B uffalo, which illustrated the 
iniportance of having our by-laws so drawn that 
we at all times know exactly where we are at. 
They should also incorporate and make legal and 
valid any reclassification or imentidetion along 


the lines suggested above, or of any nature that 


may be adopted. 

In making these recommendations for 
changes in the organization of the Holstein- 
l‘riesian Association, it must be understood that 


there is no desire or intention on our part to crit- 
icize any present officer of the Association. It is 
our purpose and intent simply to point out what 
appears to us to be defects in the system of oper- 
ation and, if possible, get the membership of the 
Association to thinking about these matters with 
the idea of evolving a possible remedy. The 
problem has not been overstated; of that we are 
confident. Its solution is up to the Association 
and its members to work out. 


What Shall We Do With Our A. R. Rules? 


n 


l LEAST two separate and distinct propositions will 
A ccme up for consideration at the annual meeting at St. 
Paul in relation to the rules for Advanced Registry 
and amendments to them. For purposes of identification, we 
will refer to them as the Upton plan and the Williams plan. 
For a complete exposition of our attitude, toward thece 
two plans, we would refer our readers to the issue of May 1. 
1920, for the analysis of the Upton Committee report and 
to cur issue of January 31, 1920. for some facts that we 
believe to be fundamental in relation to the Williams plan. 
The fundamental idea back of both these plans seems 
to be substantially the same and that is to get away from 
abnormality in our Holstein records and give greater 
recognition to the small breeder for records that are made 
under what might be called ‘every day dairy conditions.” 
The Upton plan adds a new classification which has for 
its primary purpose the development of the breeder him- 
self, a sort of training school where the beginner or man 
of limited means can make a start in long distance semi- 
official testing in the belief that after he has made a start, 
it will not take him long to get educated up to the point 
where he will be satisfied with nothing less than giving 
his cows a favorable opportunity to demonstrate what they 
can do. This addition is made in full recognition of tine 
value of the Advanced Registry work that has been done 
in the past in both short-time and long-time divisions. 
The Williams plan, which is set forth in detail in the eall 
for the meeting and which was described at length by Mr. 
Williams in our issue of January 31, 1920, provides two 
entirely new classifications. one for short-time and one for 
long-time tests, both of which would come in sub stantially 
the same class as the so-called dairymen’s class under the 
Upton plan, but with the difference that by the adoption 
of the Williams plan, we would scrap the recerds of the 
(9,000 or more cows now forming the baickbone of the 
Present ponularity of the breed—the foundation upon which 
the Holstein edifice has been reared. In our judement, we 
cannot afford to do that. According to the by-laws of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association the Advanced Registrv is to 
be maintained under rules and reculations vrescribed hy 
the Board of Directors and it would seem, therefore, that 
Strictly speaking, the subject matter of tthe Williams 
resolutions and also the report of the Upton Committee 
Should be referred to the Board of Directors rather than to 
the renel ral meeting of the membership. However. a¢ it is 
a subject which is of vital interest to every breeder, we 
presume the Poard of Directors weuld be glad to have the 
membership in general express their wishes in the matte” 
as to the acceptance of one plan or the other, or the 
rejection of both of them and that the Board would consider 
such action as final and binding upon them. At any rate, 
the interest which the discussion of these matters ho; 
arcused in the minds of the breeders during the past year, 
precludes any hurried or ill-considered action and under 
those circumstances we have faith that the final recults 
will be in the interest of the greatest progress for the 
Association and for the breed. 
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The 1920 Convention Number 


E are going to say very little about the 1920 Conven- 
W tion Number of the World, as we believe it is abie 

to speak very largely for itself. We may say that 
it is the biggest issue of a Holstein paper ever gotten out 
and we believe it reflects the progress and prosperity of the 
Holstein-Friesian breed. There were a good many things 
in conwection with this issue that we would like to have 
done differently and a good many features that were pre- 
pared for it that had to be held over for later issues on 
account of space limitations. As a matter of fact, the only 
apparent limitation on the size of this issue was the capac- 
ity of the print shop in delivering finished volumes. As it 
is, the proposition meant putting fifteen tons of paper 
through the presses and turning out finished magazines in 
time to be of service in achieving the fundamental purpose 
of the annual Convention Number, i. e.—to boost the an- 
nual meeting and National Sale. In the matter of number 
cf pages, this issue is about 26.5% larger than last year’s 
record breaking number, but in the matter of gross tonnage, 
is over 50% heavier on account of the larger edition now 
required to take care of cour subscription lists. We believe 
the phenomenal growth of the Holstein-Friesian World dur- 
ing the past year simply reflects the advancement which the 
Holstein-Friesian industry is making. The amount and 
quality of the advertising appearing in the World may be 
taken as a fair indication of what the Holstein public think 
of us, not only as an advertising medium, but as an asset 
to the industry and it also demonstrates the fact that our 
breeders are making a great advance in the art of business- 
like methods in marketing their surplus animals. In this 
connection, we want to call special attention to the part 
that is played in the development of the industry by a 
publication like the World. Think of the situation the 
industry would be in if there were no adequate medium 
whereby the consignors to a sale like that at St. Paul 
could bring the merits of their offerings forcibly before the 
Holstein public—the market which will absorb a million 
dcllars worth of Holsteins in three days. Think of the 
situation that would present itself in the annual meetings 
if there’ were no opportunity for breeders who were unable 
to attend, to give free expression to their opinions and 
have them reach the great majority of the members of the 
Asscciation. A national weekly publication like the World 
nationalizes the entire industry and we take a great deal 
of personal pride in submitting this issue as an example 
of what this publication means to the Holstein industry. 
The possibilities for saad fature are practically limitless. 


The Cin Case 


— had hoped to be able in this issue to present the 
Wisi decision in the case of Oliver Cabana Jr. against 

the Holstein-Friesian Assn. of America, and although 
the decision of the court may be announced by the time 
this issue reaches you, at the time these lines are written, 
the situation stands exactly as indicated in the preliminary 
report on the trial appearing in the World last week. 
It will be recalled that the final argument in the case was 
completed on May 7, and that by agreement, a period of 
ten days was allowed for both parties to file their final 
briefs and findings and the court would then .proceed to 
decision within a reasonable time thereafter. 
Until that decision is rendered, we shall have nothing more 
to say concerning the aspects of the case. In the report 
appearing last week there was one important omission and 
that was in relation to a statement of the complete staff 
of counsel on either side.

MASSACHUSETTS BREEDERS MEET 


The Hampshire-Franklin Holstein Breeders’ Club held 
their second meeting at the Farm Bureau rooms in Nort- 
hampton, Mass., April 24th, 1920.

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Leading Breeder Saves Valuable Calves With a

DID THEY ALL DIE? 
Not One of Them—The Secret?

AN isa slave to custom. That is the only conceivable 
reason why he overlooks the entrance of fresh air 
and sunshine into his barn. 


That is why he builds homes for his live stock without 
windows and without ventilating systems. 


Yet nothing is more essential to his success in dairying 
than fresh air and sunshine in the barn. There is no great- 
er preventive of disease among calves and cows. 


Windows that will admit sunshine, intakes that will 
admit fresh air and outlets that will expel four air will do 
more to increase production and promote growth, develop- 
ment and health in the dairy herds of America than any- 
thing else at so little cost. 


Nothing makes a dairyman or breeder get right down 
and use his own head more than to have a few valuable 
calves die. When he loses the one bull calf that represents 
years of thought, effort and expense,—when he loses the 
one heifer calf out of his best bred and best producing cow, 
he is ready to abandon the route which merely follows 
custom. 


The time finally came, when I made up my mind that a 
ventilating system which would operate automatically was 
absolutely essential for providing fresh air and expelling 
foul air from the calf barn without drafts and frequent 
changes of temperature. Investigation proved that a few 
veterinary bills or the saving of a few calves that would 
otherwise be lost from pneumonia or calf scours resulting 
from changes of temperature that were too radical, would 
pay for as good a ventilating system as I could locate. 


We installed a perfect ventilating system that would 
automatically bring in fresh air and expel it again as rapid- 
ly as it was used; a system that would accomplish this 
without letting cold winter drafts blow onto the youngsters 
and give them bad colds to superinduce calf scours, pneu- 
monia and other diseases. 

My first impression was that this system was a bit 
expensive, but I soon learned that every dollar it cost was 
to save us not less than $100.

was these, together with the comfort and nursing whfth re 
inforced the veterinarian’s efforts, that quickly dispelled all 
signs of pneumonia. 


Even the growth and development of the eighteen young- 
sters were not checked except for a day or two. Not one of 
them missed a feed, and so long as it is possible to keep 
calves eating they will fight for life and health, and so long 
is calves are well nursed, well treated, kept comfortable and 
provided with an abundance of sunshine and fresh air, they 
will continue to eat.

If the tests show 
that tuberculosis does not exist or 
exists to but a moderate degree, they 
may then place the herd under super- 
vision in preparation for being ac- 
credited. If, on the other hand, the 
test shows that a large percentage is 
tuberculous, then plans would have to 
be made for either the slaughter of 
the animals or the segregation of 
valuable pure bred animals. In any 
event the tuberculous animals should 
be immediately removed from the rest 
of the herd and properly segregated. 


Cleaning and Disinfecting Infected 
Premises 
After tuberculous animals have 


been removed from a farm, the barns, 
stables, sheds and lots should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected to 
destroy the organisms that remain. 
In pastures it is possible that the in 
fection may exist for some time where 
it is protected by cow chips and other 
material, but where the infection is 
exposed to the direct rays of the sun 
it is destroyed in a very short time.

WAUKESHA COUNTY SALE AVERAGES $569 

The Waukesha County Sale on May 4th and 5th at Waukesha, while it did 
not obtain the world’s record average of the sale of the previous fall, showed 
an exceptionally satisfactory tone for Holstein prices in “the County of Cows” 
132 head averaged $569, with 13 selling for over $1000. 

The attendance was as usual very large, the Waukesha pavilion being com- 
fortably filled, particularly on the second day of the sale. The offerings were 
consigned by 38 breeders, and while so large a draft from this number of 
breeders in a single county naturally brought into the ring some animals that 
were not of the very highest type and breeding, a large proportion of the offer. 
ings were well worth using in breeders’ herds. Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
Illinois bought the animals, with practically 95 per cent remaining in the first 
state mentioned. 

The top price was paid for a son of Creator out of the 31-Ib. 1000-lb. Pabst 
Hengerveld Colanthus sold two years ago at Milwaukee out of the Fred 
Pabst consignment. The bull, merely a calf, was consigned by H. E. Dickenson 
and a syndicate of Waukesha County breeders purchased him. Those in the 
transaction included E. E. & R. G. Swan, A. W. Dopke, George Dence and John 
Spitzer. The runner up on this bull was W. P. Kissinger of Waupaca, who 
bought another son of Creator out of a 30-lb. daughter of King Pontiac Cham 
pion. This calf was consigned by Pabst Stock Farm and brought $3000. Both 
were excellent individuals and proved that the blood of Créator is in demand in 
the sale ring. 

Edgewood Farms topped the sale of females at $5500 with Wellington 
Vashti Korndyke, a beautiful 6-year-old with a recently made record that has 
been held up because of technicalities. She has a record of 31.69 that is sure 
of being accepted, but owing to a technicality in making application her higher 
record of 35.22 from 627 lbs. milk is temporarily held up. State superintendent 
of tests, Roy T. Harris, in a statement covering the matter explained the larger 
record was entirely satisfactory to his office. The animal was purchased 
by Hollyhock Farms. 

Two good offerings consigned by Aitken Bros., brought $1000 each, while 
another of the Edgewood offerings brought $1075. Three of Baird Bros. year. 
ling daughters of Segis Lyons Johanna, sold for $1000 each to William McGill, 
while their five months old son of Woodcroft Perfection out of a 35-lb. daughter 
of Sir Urmagel Burke brought $3100, William Basting being the purchaser. 

The sale was handled by Secretary Baird with the assistance of S T 
Wood and auctioneers Mack, Love and Benjamin. Details covering animals 
bringing $200 or more follow.

It will be argued that the ‘“Dairy- 
men’s class” will eliminate much of 
this hardship.

It is said that many breeders who 
have never done any testing will take 
up long distance work in this class. I 
greatly doubt if many will take up 
testing in this class that would not 
take it up in the 7-day division.

to the small breeder comparable to 
the loss sustained by the elimination 
of the S-months test. It is argued 


that the prize money awarded in the 
S8-months division could be spent else- 
where to better advantage. Then 
how about the prizes awarded = for 
milk production which as now 
awarded, go only to those also winning 
prizes for butterfat production. Could 
not this be used to better advantage 
with the S-mo. division test? Why not 


at least leave the S-months division 
until the suggested subdivision is a 


demonstrated success 


There are many breeders who act 
as their own managers, do their own 
work in large measure, and in fact 


make their living on the farm and from 


their dairy and breeding operations 
who feel that it would be greatly to 
the advantage of the Holstein-Frie- 


sian Association of America if its 
policies were shaped in a much larger 
degree by members who depend on 
their breeding operations as the 
source of their income.

These animals are Meadow Holm 
Ona Wayne Belle, a yearling heifer 
sired by a full brother to Queen Piebe 
Ormsby Mercedes with 1136 Ibs. in a 
year, and having for her dam Ona 
Wayne Belle that has recently maae 
1160 Ibs. butter from over 27000 Ibs. 
milk in a vear, her dam having over 
1100 Ibs. butter, the third dam over 
1000 Ibs. and the fourth dam with over 
1100 Ibs. And in case the dam has pro- 
duced in excess of 25000 Ibs. milk. It 
is believed this heifer is the only one 
in the world backed by four direct 
generations of 1000-lb. dams. The 
other animal from Pennsylvania 
backed by three direct generations is 
very closely related to this heifer, she 
being Queen Pontiac Diona Jolie Ona, 
whose dam likewise made over 1100 
Ibs. in a year, her dam having over 
1300 Ibs., and the third dam with over 
1000 Ibs, There also comes from 
Pannsylvania two granddaughters of 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad sired by one 
of his sons that is also strongly bred 
{in the Posch line on the maternal side. 
These two heifers have both made 
over 20 lbs. as 2-year-olds. 

Another state from which breeders 
have a right to expect great quality 
is Iowa, and her review of her con- 
signment is in no way disappointing. 
It will be recalled there was recently 
born in the state of Iowa twin bulls 
having for their two nearest dams a 
higher average than could be credited 
to any other bulls or animals in the 
world.

We also find in the 
lowa consignment a young daughter 
of Sir Johanna Fayne from Fryslan 
Waldorf, a very noted show cow with 
over 34 lbs. butter and 700 Ibs. miln 
in 7 days, credited also with two year 
records in excess of 1000 Ibs. Breed- 
ers have never before had the oppor- 
tunity to purchase:'a daughter of Sir 
Johanna Fayne from a dam with these 
records. lowa is also very proud of a 
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2-year-old they are sending which has 
produced over 600 lbs. milk in 7 days 
and over 100 lbs. in a single day. This 
heifer has for her dam the lowa state 
champion 3-year-old, Korndyke Orms- 
by Fobes, with over 37 Ibs. 

One of the star attractions from 
Michigan is College Belle Butter Lass, 
a daughter of Laundry Girl Butter 
Boy that made over 33 lbs. in 7 days 
from 700 lbs. milk, and 1112 lbs. but- 
ter from over 25,000 Ibs. milk in a 
vear, and with her there is being con- 
signed her young daughter. Four other 
30-Ib. cows make up the Michigan 
consignment and among these we find 
Aaggie Wayne Pauline De Kol 2d with 
over 30 Ibs. butter and 761 Ibs. milk, 
she in calf to a son of the 46-lb. cow, 
Neva Alma. 

Going down into Ohio, we find a 30- 
lb. 2-vyear-old with alnost 600 Ibs. 
milk and she in calf to a son of a 43- 
Ib. cow: also a son of Mabel Ormsby 
Pontiac, 36 Ibs. as a senior 3-year-ola, 
and 1104 Ibs. in a year, she being by 
Ormsby Korndyke Lad. Lucille Jolie 
Pontiac, former world record senior 4- 
vear-old with her record of 1176 Ibs. 
butter, is represented by a daughter 
having for her four dams an average 
of almost 1200 Ibs. butter and over 
25000 Ibs. milk. We cannot go into 
further details regarding the Ohio 
consignment other than to say it in- 
cludes granddaughters of cows that 
made over 1400 Ibs. in a year, also 
granddaughters of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes and several heifers 
whose dams have made over 1000 Ibs.

South Dakota, Delaware and New 
Jersey are also represented by excel- 
lent consignments, the former leading 
with a granddaughter of the first 44- 
Ib. cow, Delaware sending two daugh- 
ters of King of the Ormsbys, and New 
Jersey two daughters of King of the 
Ormsbys, also a granddaughter on 
King of the Sadie Vales. 


In point of numbers the consign- 
ment from New York surpasses that 
of any other state, the star attraction 
of the Empire State being of course 
O K L Pearl Tula, the highest year 
record daughter of Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad, and with her production of 1366 
Ibs. butter from 27000 Ibs. milk, be 
comes the third highest aged cow in 
the world, and stands as the third 
highest record cow now living. This 
production means she will be the lead- 
ing cow in the aged class for the year 
1919-20. She is champion of her state 
and is the highest vearly record cow 
ever offered for sale. Since this great 
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cow has been bred to King of the 
Ormsbys, breeders’ will appreciate 
just what has been done in securing 
for the National Sale a cow of this 
quality. The resulting calf will have 
an average of 1325 lbs. butter for its 
two nearest dams and the two dams 
will have completed five year records 
that average over 1000 lbs. in a year. 
With Pearl Tula, there is being con- 
signed her three-quarters sister with 
also a year record of over 1000 Ibs. in 
a year, over 700 lbs. milk in 7 days, 
and in calf to Ormsby Korndyke Lad.

AMENDMENTS 
Kuitor Worid: 
If it is not out of place at this time 
| would like to offer a few remarks 
regarding the amendments proposed 


by Mr. Williams. First I think they 
ure excellent because: 

1. They put testing cn a business 
basis and make the production of 
pure bred Holstein cattle a business, 
not a game. 

2. They give a just credit to the cow 
that reproduces as well as the one 
that produces. Is a cow any good if 
she hasn’t got a calf in her? 

3. The effort to get cows in exces- 
sive condition results in the injury to 
the health and constitution of the cow 
often times. I believe under the pres- 
ent system there is more actual loss 
due to the excessive fitting than to 
any other cause. 

4. If we as Holstein breeders are go- 
ing to improve our cows, we must 
know just what they will do in work- 
ing condition. Otherwise we cannot 
make our selection with any hope of 
improvement. A few high records is 
not an improvement to the breed. It 
is the high average that counts. 

5. We want a breed of cattle that 
will produce large quantities of milk 
at a profit. 

I believe every breeder both big 
and little should back up this amend- 
ment, but I believe it is for the little 
breeder to back it to the limit for 
he is the one whom it will benefit 
most. If our breed is to stay at the 
head of the dairy world it must be 
put on a business basis and not made

BUILT UP A GOOD HERD 


Editor World: 

We started breeding Holsteins 
in 1909, buying a bull, two cows, 
one 2-year-old, and the other 
aged. The bull died and we 
then purchased another one from 
F., E. Osler of Bronte. His 


mother gave 24 lb. butter in one week 
and won championship at London, 
Ont., several’ times. His father was 
Count Hengerveld Fayne De _ Kol 
whose mother also was a 24-lb. cow. 


The first year we had a heifer from 
each cow which we _ kept and 
raised. The next year the 2-year- 
old had a bull and she has had 
mostly bulls, and at the age 
of 138, we only have two of her 
heifers (one other died). The aged 


cow gave us two heifers and then died 
herself. We kept what heifers we 
had and kept breeding them until we 
have at present 20 head of pure breds. 
We have used three different bulls 
since then, all tracing to King Segis 
or Pontiac Korndyke. We have only 
tested one cow (she gave 24 lb. but 
ter at 11 years) but expect to do more 
in the near future.

HOLSTEIN PIONEER 


In the current issue of the Breed- 
ers’ Gazette, we notice a communica- 
tion from our old _ friend, Geo. E. 
Brown of Aurora, Ill. Mr. Brown was 
one of the pioneer Western breeders, 
and many years ago his herd had an 
enviable reputation for both individ- 
uality and production. He joined the 
Association in 1880, forty years ago. 

Mr. Brown says that the only way 
to make a profit on farms at present 
prices and the high cost of labor and 
operating expenses is by keeping pure 
bred or high grade stock and planning 
to do with as little help as possible. 
He suggests that a dozen pure bred 
Holstein-Friesian cows will pay better 
than 30 grades, and return a larger 
net profit if properly handled, than 
100 common ones. 

By judicious selection of young 
stock and good nmranagement, the be- 
binner can soon be near the top with- 
out starting his herd with fancy 
priced stock. One Illinois farmer that 
he remembers began buying choice 
Holstein-Friesian bulls and cows from 
him in the early ’80’s at $300 and $400 
each. He continued securing popular 
strains and in a few years was selling 
calves at $1000 to $2000 each. 

Mr. Brown is a great traveler and 
illustrates his letter with stories of 
herds and experiences in many parts 
of the country. Annually, he takes a 
trip to England and in his later years, 
enjoys the fruits of his earlier labors.

butterfat. E. A. Bost, the dairyman ot 
the firm of Bost and Johnstone, had 
all of the cows tested in the San 
Bernardino Cow Testing Association, 
and so the other members of the as- 
sociation, reading the monthly re. 
ports, knew what the little heifer was 
doing. 

In all 26 head were sold for the re 
markable average of $268. Bost is sell- 
ing his grade stock and is buying 
registered cattle, which is the logical 
and usual change for a man to make 
who has succeeded as a_ practical 
dairyman. _

amount of oxygen and if the excessive 
moisture is not kept out of the barn. 
In most cases it requires several 
months in the spring after’ the 
animals are turned out before their 
coats look as they should, and this is 
due largely to the lack of oxygen in 
the barn during the winter. If your 


animals receive all the oxygen they 
need, they will consume less _ feed 
and give more milk. Tests of this 


kind have been made so that it is not 
an experiment, and those who are 
making money out of the dairy bust- 
ness with their pencils have installed 
ventilating systems and have already 
paid for them with their saving on 
feed and their increase in production. 

Have you noticed how many little 
calves die from pneumonia? Has the

thought ever occurred to you that the 
little calf, only a few weeks old 
perhaps, may be the most valuable 
animal in your herd? You would 
stay up nights, perhaps, taking care 
of a valuable cow or bull, while the 
little calves that are not properly 
protected against the excessive mois- 
ture and bad air will probably be the 
first victims and this very calf may be 


the most valuable animal that you 
have ever bred.
